Yraining of et least four Sponish-spycaking pilvis ut wronein airfield 
- (48-52 18-91) vas noted in Czechuslovak air-pround communications (VIF voice) 
on 31 May 1961. The netionality of the pilots dias not been determined; study 
continues, however. 

Between 16312 and 1739Z these pilots were in continual contact with the 
frencin airfield tover control (eallword "ENOR-2) on a frequency allucaied to- 
the hGth’ Bouber Division/S3'1, Prerov (h9-268 li -25E) ; the pilols used suffixes 
(714, 78T > 794%, and 190) from a block probably allocated te the unidentified 
ground attack unit et Trencin, which is believed to be subordinate to S31. 

+ 4s noteworthy that during this ectlvity ibe Spuuich-speaking trainees 


apparently engaged in air-to-air communication, as evidenied by the following 


transmission:

This is the first time thal air-to-air communication between Syanish-soeaking 
trainees has been noted. 

‘ho pilots speuking Czech and using pilot suflixes (B val 798) und 91 
(woresumably (91) vere clso active during the same perdud. fithough they made 
reference to cones "4." and "D," sugeesting tue tdead acbivily, Lhere wus no 
indication thet they were working tugelber or with the Smuilsh-spenking pillows. 
Hovever, a study of voice characteristics discloses that. Spanish way nut be the 
native tongue of one of the pilots who used that language, suggesting that he 


may lave been 2 Czech using Spanish to fucilitate training coumands.
